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Vernon's Mill Reawakening 


The remnants of Vernon / Rockville’s rich industrial past sit not 
only as a reminder of what this town once was, but also offers 
possibilities and opportunities to provide for what we can be once 
again. Redeveloping these massive structures, however, is no simple 
task. After decades of neglect, these sites carry countless obstacles, 
environmental questions and huge price tags. While there is an 
abundance of these former mill properties in need of attention 

in New England very few towns have 4 mill sites being renovated 

at the same time. At present, 215 East Main Street-(Loom City 
Lofts) 47 Main Street-(Talcott Brothers Mill), 200 West Main Street 
(Hockanum Mill) and the former Amerbelle site located at 104 East 
Main Street are all in various stages of redevelopment, with plans for 
housing, retail and prime office space. The simple fact is that there 
is a long road ahead of us, but Vernon is in a fantastic position to 

be recognized as the community where our historic past meets 21st 
century future redevelopment. That's something to be proud of. 


We are not a community that sits around waiting for things to 
happen.

Mayor Daniel A. Champagne announces that 
the replica of the Dr. Henry D. Cogswell Foun- 
tain has been fully restored and returned to the 
Towns Central Park Green. 


Mrs. Rosetta Pitkat, a one hundred-two year 
old lifelong resident of Vernon whose gen- 
erosity commissioned the replicated statue, 
attended the unveiling ceremony. “The Town 
of Vernon is most grateful for the generosity of 
Mrs. Pitkat and her commitment to seeing the 
statue returned to the citizens of Vernon,” said 
Mayor Champagne. About thirty guests attend- 
ed the ceremony including friends of Mrs. 
Pitkat, Council members, the Superintendent 
of Schools, residents, and town employees. 


“Mrs. Pitkat has a lengthy history of charitable 
acts,’ said Champagne. “In addition to her 
donation to restore the fountain, she has also 
given generously to our schools,” he said. Pit- 
kat, a teacher in the Vernon School system for 
thirty-five years, gave $100,000 as scholarship 
funds for a Rockville High senior who is pur- 
suing teaching. “She has an enduring love and 
appreciation for Rockville, and it's only fitting 
we honor her request to see this statue stand 
again on the town green, said Champagne. 


The iconic Cogswell sculpture had been 
removed for inspection in March of 2013, due 
to several stress fractures. “I would also like to 
thank Bundy Motors for their craftsmanship 
in repairing and restoring the Cogswell Statue, 
it looks remarkable,’ said Champagne. The 
sculpture had 

been re-installed in 2004, a part of the beautifi- 
cation of Central Park. 


Originally cast in zinc alloy 1883, the first 
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Cogswell fountain was topped with a life-sized 
statue of Cogwell holding a glass of water in 
one hand and a copy of the Temperance Pledge 
in the other. It was erected in honor of Dr. 
Henry Cogswell’s cousin, William T. Cogswell, 
a local builder. 


Dr. Henry Cogswell was a millionaire dentist, 
temperance crusader, and philanthropist. 

He pledged to erect a fountain for every 100 
saloons across the country. 


On July 4, 1885, the statue was stolen and 
dumped into Snipsic Lake. After its recovery, it 
disappeared a short time later. On July 4, 1908, 
the statue appeared again as part of the Town's 
Centennial Celebration. The statue was even- 
tually donated and melted as part of the World 
War II scrap metal drive. 


“Vernon is fortunate to have a rich and colorful 
history,’ said Champagne. “Any time we can 
take a moment together, as a community, and 
celebrate our heritage, it's a good day,’ he said.

Avoid Being a Victim of Consumer Fraud 


Your debit card was suspended, you 
missed jury duty and there's a warrant, 
your grandson is in jail out of state or 
“Where's that tax refund!?” All these 
things and many others usually have 
one thing in common - someone is 
trying to defraud you and many times, 
it happens online. Consumer fraud 

is on the rise locally and nationwide 
and, partly as a result of cutting edge 
technology, finding the culprit can be 
very difficult if not impossible. The 
best solution? Avoid being a victim. 
First, be aware. The more you know 
about current scams, the less likely 
you are to fall prey to an attack. The 
AARP and the FTC both have detailed 
information about scams, local and 
national, on their websites. Also, no 
reputable business makes calls from a 
blocked or restricted phone numbers. 
Dont accept them and never take 
Caller ID at face value. The number 
you see may not be who is calling. 
Many people have recently filed 

tax returns, expecting a refund. 
Unfortunately, the IRS paid out billions 
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in refunds on phony tax returns last 
year. If you suspect tax fraud, make a 
report to police and the Federal Trade 
Commission. 


Established businesses will never ask 
for sensitive information such as a 
password or social security number 
so dont react blindly when someone 
wants information. Ask questions 
about who they are, where they work 
and why the information is needed. 
If it's a bank, call back yourself at the 
number on your statement or credit 
card. 


If you still have concerns, local police 
can always help and almost every 
large business has a fraud reporting 
link on their website. You can also 
use IC3 (www.ic3.gov), which is a 
cooperative effort by the FBI. They 
dont actually investigate but will use 
your information to alert the proper 
authorities if youre not sure who to 
call. 


Remember, you are your own best 
defense against fraud.

Not Your Traditional Summer School Program 


To many students, the utterance of “Summer School” paints a 
picture of an experience that would completely ruin a child's 
summer. Over the course of the past few years, the Vernon 
Elementary Summer Academy has been working hard to 
overcome this stigma, and create a summer program that is 
educational and enjoyable for all students no matter where 

they are academically. Although the traditional summer school 
program, known as Summer Academy, focuses mainly on the 
development of reading, writing, and math skills, there have been 
changes made to make the summer experience more positive for 
our students. 


To start, last year the Summer Academy began taking weekly 
field trips every Thursday to various locations around the state. 
Last year, with funding from Vernon's Educational Foundation, 
the students visited UConn Dairy Farm, Wickham Park, and 
Dinosaur State Park. These field trips were designed to give 
new experiences to our students, and help them build more 
background knowledge, which in return helps with reading 
comprehension and classroom conversations. This year the 
Summer Academy is taking another field trip to Wickham Park, 
which was the favorite field trip from last year. Also, this year we 
are going to bring in a special program to Center Road School, 
which is the hosting school of Summer Academy this year.

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In addition to some extracurricular activities, Vernon Public 
Schools also offers an enrichment program through Summer 
Academy. The Discovery Program is designed to provide 
students with opportunities to learn about subjects that they 
are not exposed to throughout the school year. All programs 
offered in the Discovery Program are run by certified teachers 
within the Vernon School District. This year some of the 
programs include; Photography, Cartooning, Spanish, Weird 
Science, Reader’s Theatre, and Scrapbooking (to see a full course 
offering please visit the Vernon Public School website at www. 
vernonpublicschools.org). 


Vernon Summer Academy and Discovery Program are fully 
staffed with a fulltime administrator, classroom teachers, para- 
educators, and a school nurse. Class sizes are intentionally 

kept small, to allow for more individualized and small group 
instruction. All instruction is directly aligned with the Common 
Core, and helps students develop skills necessary to be successful 
in their upcoming grade. The Summer Academy integrates 
technology such as SmartBoards, Chromebooks, iPads, and 
document cameras to make learning more authentic for our 
students.

Fire Safety Tips 


From the Town of Vernon Fire Department 


What I need to know about FIRE? 


Fire can and might 
happen to you! You 
must be prepared and 
have the knowledge 
to escape safely. Fire 
is darker, smokier, 
hotter, and faster than 
you can imagine. You 
must know what fire 
is like to increase the 
chances of a safe escape. 
The following are four 
important facts to 





remember: 


1. Smoke is dark. Most people expect fire to be light. For this 
reason, people have been trapped in their homes because they 
could not find their way out in the dark -- they didn't have a 
flashlight and didn't practice an escape plan. 

2. Smoke can be deadly. Since most fire fatalities occur between 
2 a.m. and 6 a.m. when most people are sleeping -- the only 
thing standing between the deadly fumes of fire and a safe escape 
maybe the piercing sound of a smoke alarm. 

3. Fire has intense heat. Fire can cause the temperature to rise 
several hundred degrees in just seconds. The heat is so intense 
that it can cause the human body to stop functioning altogether 
- -one breath can cause severe lung damage. The heat alone can 


cause someone to become unconscious and not be able to escape. 


Escape time can be valuable. 

4. Time is critical. A residential home can be totally consumed in 
flames in less than five minutes from the start of a fire! A home 
fire can double in size is just 30 seconds.* You must know what

CPAP is a facemask like device which 
delivers increased continuous pressure 

to the lungs and is applied to patients 
who meet certain criteria. By assisting 
the patients with the increased pressure it 
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helps in reducing their work of breathing 
and has kept patients from being placed 
on more invasive airway treatments and 
mechanical ventilators which may lead to 
more medical problems later on. 


Naloxone is an Opioid drug antagonist 
which may reverse life threatening respi- 


ratory depression secondary to overdoses

to do in order to help get you and your family out safely. A closed 
door is often the best way to stall a fire; by closing the door, you 
may save yourself seconds to use an alternate escape route. 

Fire is a deadly threat to any household. It can strike anywhere, at 
any time. The frightening truth is that in 2005, there were nearly 
381,000 home fires in the U.S. resulting in over 16,000 injuries 
and deaths combined*. You must be prepared by using the tools 
for fire protection. 


Smoke alarms provide a warning of fire. Smoke alarms are the 
easiest, most cost-efficient way to alert your family of a developing 
fire. The more smoke alarms you have installed in your home, the 
more your chances increase that you will be alerted to a fire. 
Smoke Detectors have an effective life span of 10 years; if you 

are not sure how old your detectors are, replace them. Newer 
detectors now have long-life 10-year lithium batteries — eliminates 
the need for battery replacement for the 10-year life of the alarm.

Big changes are in store for the entrance to downtown Rockville.

Vernon Greenways Volunteers 


Did you know there are 36 miles of trails in Vernon? And that the 
town is responsible for maintaining 20 of those miles? We were 
formed to assist the town in the maintenance, enhancement and 
proper use of those trails. 


We're a 65 member group in our 11th year of existence. Were self 
funded by 23 financial sponsors that donated $5,000 in 2014 and 
we contributed 968 volunteer hours in a five month period (May to 
October). 


We refer to ourselves as a Trail Service Group rather than a Trail 
Maintenance Group because we do things that might surprise you: 


e Eight formal plantings on the Rail Trail are maintained by our 
Planting Adopters. 

e An annual check for infestations of the emerald ash borer and 

Asian longhorned beetle is conducted on the Rail Trail. 

In three of the last five years we hosted an outing for Board 

of Education School for the Blind middle school children at 

Valley Falls Park. 

e In 2014 we initiated two wild flower plantings on the Rail 
Trail. 

e We purchased and maintained on-site 6,000 trail maps in 
seven dispensers and 18,000 dog litter bags in six dispensers in 
2014. 

e In 2015 we will assist in the construction of a 2,500 square foot 
mural on the Rail Trail. 

e In 2015 a bridge in Dart Hill South Park will be repaired. 


We, also, do more traditional maintenance items: 

A Trail Maintenance Team assists the town in fighting ero- 
sion. 

A Weed Whacking Team helps keep the hiking trails open. 
Eleven Trail Managers/Monitors each take ownership of a trail 
segment. 

Ad hoc projects such as clearing overlooks, trail heads and the 
Braille Trail.

The Friends of Valley Falls, Inc. is a private non-profit 501(c) 
(3) organization. Organized in 1972, the Friends purpose is to 
promote the betterment of Valley Falls Park, and to be respon- 
sible owners of Valley Falls Farm. We carry out this mission 


through careful stewardship of their 
lands, conservation of their resourc- 
es and outreach to the community. 


Members purchased Valley Falls 
Farm in 2001 from the Darico 
family who had owned the 
property since 1958. The farm was 
originally part of the 300-acre estate 
owned in the 1900's by Charles 
Cofhing Beach and Mary Batterson 
Beach, daughter of the Founder of 
Travelers Insurance Company. 


The property contains the former

farm, today it remains intact as a fine example of a turn-of- 
the century Gentleman's Farm which produced meats and 
vegetables for the Beach family.

Tax Collector 


Connecticut towns and cities are 
required to operate on the Uniform Fiscal 
Year, commencing July 1 and ending 

the following June 30. Municipalities 
collect real estate, personal property, and 
motor vehicle taxes to fund the fiscal 
year budget. These taxes become due and 
payable July 1st, 2015. For the Town Of 
Vernon real estate and personal property 
tax bills over $100.00 may be paid in two 
installments; motor vehicle taxes are due 
in full in July. 


The local municipal budget for the 

fiscal year commencing July 1, 2015 and 
ending June 30, 2016 was adopted at 

the Annual Town Meeting following a 
vote by qualified voters of the Town of 
Vernon, and the mil rate of 36.91 was set 
at a Town Council meeting held on April 
28th, 2015.The mil rate is based on a 
calculation of how much money is needed 
to fund the municipal budget and how 
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Valley Falls Area.

State statutes dictate the procedures to 
be followed for the billing and collection 
of taxes and the record keeping involved. 
Statutes are strictly construed, with

The state statutes provide various means 
of collection enforcement that may be 
used by municipal tax collectors for 
delinquent property tax collections. Past 
due real estate taxes will be collected 
through a tax sale to be held this 
coming August. Motor vehicle, personal 
property, or business property delinquent 
collections will be enforced by a state 
marshal or collection agency. One of 
the most compelling tools of collection 
is the statutory interest rate of 18% per

Is Your Smartphone 
Killing You? 


Remember when your parents would always yell at you to “sit up 
straight.” Or see if you can “walk with an apple on your head with- 
out dropping it?” It may have seemed like a hassle but they were 
helping us to develop good posture. 

Most adults and children sit, looking down, at their I-phones, 
I-pads and video games in their laps. We spend two-four hours a 
day on our devices on average. Our heads weigh 10-12 pounds. 
Gravity, plus poor sitting posture, leads to an increased gravita- 
tional pull on your neck of about 60 pounds. That is four adult 
sized bowling balls, six bags of groceries, or an eight year old child 
sitting right on top of your head! 


Children suffer most. Kids under age 18 spend the most time on 
their devices texting. As many as 2800 text per month are being 
reported! Neck and low back pain are developing as a result of 
this bad posture and has been termed “text neck’. This means that 
their spines, which are still developing, are in serious jeopardy for 
pain. If left untreated, “text neck” can lead to severe health prob- 
lems such as heart and lung disorders.
